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To Old Boys receiving the Bulletin for the first time, greetings from the School and the 
Old Boys' Association. The Bulletin was started in the early days of the War to keep Old Boys 
who were on active service in touch with their friends and with the School. The number, to 
whom the Bulletin is being mailed, has increased with each new issue. The present issue is 
being sent to over 750 Old Boys. Last year, the Association undertook the total cost of 
production. It is estimated that there must be at least 1,000 living Old Boys. Your compilers 
would welcome any information of Old Boys who are not yet receiving the Bulletin. Only slightly 
over 275 Old boys, however, are paying members of the Association. May we hope that this 
number will be increased greatly and as soon as possible. Annual fees are $3.00 and are 
payable to: T .H.Montgomery, P.O. Box 250, Place d'Armes, Montreal, P.Q. .One dollar of the fees 
goes to the Old Boys ' Scholarship which means that each paying member helps someone to derive 
the benefits which he himself ob- tained at the School. The following extract is from a 
letter, written by an Old Boy a few years ago and one who was killed in the War: "Lately, I've 
been finding myself sitting and thinking of all the good times I used to have when I was at 
the School. I was thinking it's too bad every boy can't get the same chance". 

He 
attended the School during the 1880 's. 

We regret to announce the death of Miss Martha MacCallum, the report of which 
reached us on Oct. 2nd.
